The silence to me was impressive 
as we wandered around nearly 400 ft. 
under the surface of the earth.

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Letter from Japan 
meetings. Street meetings and Kn- 
lish classes, drew a large crowd to 
hear our message, and the majority 
of the member that we have have been 
through the English classes. = Inci- 
dents are many and varied, too numer- 
ous to mention at this time, but as 
the work progressed in the city of 
Sapparo, other places had to be sought 
for the spreading of the gospel and 
during the sixteen months that I labor 
ed in Hakkaido, four other large cities 
were opened up for missionaries, with 
a nucleus for potential members of 

the church attending. 

The greatest barrier betweon mis- 
sionaries and the people is the lack 
of undertanding of the Japanese cus- 
toms and way of thinking, together 
with the language. The burden of the 
work has been shouldered by the few 
who have a little understanding and 
background of the peoples’ character- 
istics, The general attitude of the 
people towards Christianity is good 
but the response fs fair to good, de- 
pending upon the locality. The wom- 
en, and girls, rexpond to the message 
readily, as such is the case in the 
other churches, while the men are 
still somewhat inclined to be falling 
back into former militeristic ways 
more so now since the women of 
Japan have won their emancipation, 
and to show their superiority, they 
have devised, planned and employed 
many methods which are ungentle- 
man like and etc., but on the other 
hand, some of the men, especially high 
school students, have responded to 
our message. 

The Japanese people, despite their 
poverty stricken condition, always 
find plenty of time for religious recre- 
ation and celebration, these various 
functions all have religious back- 
grounds which have been handed down 
from generation to generation. How- 
monies etc., have led the people into 
ever, these simple but fascinating cere- 
darkness with the result that we have 
the present day Japan. With Japan 
gradually reaching its prewar stand- 
ard, the people are once again uncon- 
sciously going back to the former 
idolistic Japan, and if not properly 
controlled by Christian principles, the 
fate of peace will be at stake again in 
years to come. We at home cannot 
fee the danger as readily as over here 
in the Orient, and we as missionaries 
laboring among all types of people ex- 
periencing many things beyond the 
surface. It hag been gratifying to 
know and see the resulte of those who 
have accepted the gospel, the change 
has been like the difference as night
